President Ja’afer ¢-Numeiri has 
ordered the arrest of six Sudanese 
for thelr connections with the Fatah 
terrorist orgenization, the Khartoum 
press reported yeaterday. The arrests 
follow the Sudanese leader's charge 
on Tuesday that Fatah mastermind. 
ed the Black September attack on 
the Saudi Aral embassy in 
Khartoum last weekend. 

Khartoum dailies indicated that 
most of the Sudanese detainees, 
accused of plotting against the 
Numelri Government, were employed 
by Libya. Two of they reportedly 
worked at the Libyan embassy in 
Khartoum. 

The actlon came after documents 
were seized at the Fatah office in 
Khartoum, which was ordered closed 
after the terrorist raid on the em- 
bassy. President Numeiri charged 
that the attack was part of a large- 
scale conspiracy aimed at several 
countries, including Sudan. 

The arrests heralded a Sudanese 
crackdown on Libya agents whose 
contacts with the terrorists indicat- 
ed subversive activity against Nu- 
melri's regime. The arresta took 
place on the background of Sudan’s 
strained relations with both Libya 
and Egypt, whose projected merger 
Numeiri refused to join. 

‘The semi-official Khartoum 
“Al-Ayyam” yesterday hinted that 
Libya has been collecting “secrets” 


on the Sudan. The paper recalled 
that a former Sudanese Treaaury 
Minister, Colonel Mohammed Abdul- 
Halim, who fied to Libya last 
year while in the govern- 
ment had been “conveying Sudanese 
economic secrets abroad.” The paper 
also- charged that Abdul-Halim 
had Ulegally transferred money out 
of the Sudan, and accused him of 
having contact with the Fatah “sa- 
boteurs." . 

Yesterday a government three- 
man committee, chaired by the State 
Prosecutor, began its interrogation 
of the elght terrorists who took part 
in the weekend operation which cost 
the lives of three Western diplomats. 

The procedure is apparently a 
Prelude to the terrorists 
with murder and violation of state 
security. Both charges are punish- 
able by death. 

In Beirut, a newspaper with 
close contacts with the terrorists 
said yesterdey that the Black Sep- 
tember group had planned to kid- 
nap U.S. Secretary of State Wil- 
Nam, Rogers during a tour he made 
to the Persian Gulf Arab states 
last July. The paper, “Al-Anwar,” 
sald the terrorist gang planned to 
hold Mr, Rogers hostage for the 
release of Sirhan Sirhan, the con- 
yicted assassin of Senator Robert 
Kennedy. The release of Sirhan 
was among the demands the ter- 


daily rorists made during their Khar- 


toum operation last weekend.

Paris Arabs stage sit-in 
over Jordanian sentences 


PARIS (Reuter). — About 40 Arab 
students and workers yesterday 
ended a seven-hour occupation of 
the Arab League offices here with

The unarmed group of ‘demonstra- 
tors, who occupied the offices yes- 
terday morning, while Arab Ambas- 
sadors to France were holding a 
meeting there, left without Inci- 
dent after holding an impromptu 
press conference.

China raps Soviet name changes 


TOKYO (AP). —- China yesterday 
sherply denounced a Soviet decision 
to change the names of a number 
of towns in the Soviet far-eastern 
region from Chinese to Russian as 
an attempt to override Chinese bor- 
der claims. 

Halnhua, the official Chinese newe 
agency, said the decision wag re- 
ported in the first issue of the bul- 
letin of the Supreme Soviet. 

In a long commentary on what 
it described as “this despicable 
trick," Hsiphua approvingly quoted 
a “New York Times” appraisal that 
the decision “would appear to be 
aimed at removing evidence that the 
region was once Chinese.” Hsinhua 
sald “this goes right to the heart 


of the matter.” 

It continued: “To defend Tsarist 
Russia's crimes of aggression against 
China, the Soviet revisionists have 
for many years resorted to every 
means to tamper with history by 
uttering ihe Ye that the land 
north of the Heilung river and east 
of the Wusuli (Ussuri) hes been 
ownerless and was first opened up 
by Tsarst Russia. According to the 
Soviet revisionists, not only the 
Hans but even the Manchus had 
never Hved in these places.

IN NEW YORK

Police said the bomb experts 


forced open the trunk of a rented 
green Plymouth sedan and found 
three five-gallon plastic containers 
of gasoline and two 20-pound bot- 
tles of propane gas. ἕ 

They sald all the materials were 
attached to blesting caps and timing 
devices. According to Israel Radio, 
FBI agents said the explosives were 
gat to go off at any moment. 

The car had been rented from 
Avis, 

It was not immedietely known 
how the FBI agents learned of the 


bomb. 
NO ARRESTS 

A pollce spokesman said no ar- 
rests had been made so far and 
investigations were continuing. 

An El Al spokesman said yester- 
day that the “terrorist effort was 
thwarted due to the alertness and 
combined efforts of local, federal 
and Israel security services. There 
were no damage, πὸ injuries and no 
effect on ΕἾ Al operations." 

According to Israel Radio's New 
York correspondent Haim Yavin, 
two similar cars were found the 
same night in front of the midtown 
New York offices of Bank Leumi 
and the Discount Bank. No mention 
was made yesterday in the New 
York press or radio of these two 
ears, Yavin said, and most of the 
staff and customers in the two banks 
knew nothing about them. 

New York police refused to com- 
ment on the reports of the bombs 
in front of the Israel banks, which 
are both located on Fifth Avenue.

TEL AVIV. — Histadrut Secretary- 
General Yitzhak Ben-Aharon yester- 
day imsisted the Histadrut elections 
will be held “on time.”

Policeman took 
‘protection’ 
money from 
prostitutes 


TEL AVIV. — A former policeman 
who took “protection money” from 
prostitutes was sentenced to 18 
months in prison by the District 
Court here yesterday. 

The man, Yehuda Hazan, 32, from 
Bat Yam, was charged with having 
taken money from prostitutes whom 
he detained in Jaffa, where he 
worked in 1971, in order to let them 
go. Hazan admitted the charges and 
said he had been under financial 
strain at the time. He also present- 
ed a document from the army, stat- 
ing that he had “a weak character.” 

The judge, on seeing the document, 
expressed surprise that the police 
saw fit to employ such a person. 
He said it was presumably difficult 
to be a policeman when he has 
to come in contact with criminals 
for whom the policemen’s salary is 
8 mete pittance — but one who 
cannot withstand the temptation 
should not serve on the force. 

Be noted that the offence in this 
case was doubly serious, since pro- 
stitutes are among the most per- 
secuted persons in the country, and 
cannot fight back. fitim!

Gaza taxes 
going up 


ASHKELON. — Taxes in Gaza will 
rise by about 40 per cent next year, 
if the Military Government ap- 
proves the budget prepared by the 
town's appointed council. 

The draft budget, prepared with 
the particlpation of Gaza’s Israeli 
civilian administrator. Urt Chechik, 
represents a rise of 50.per cent — 
to IL15m., as against this year’s 
ILim.

Aluf tres.) Naphtali Kom, was com- 
pletely exonerated by a special mili- 
tary tribunal earlier this week after 
Segev changed parts of his story 
‘about Mr. Kom'‘s allegedly getting 2 
discount on a car for his brother. 

The police representative told Tel 
Aviv Magistrate Haim Shapiro yes- 
terday that Segev had contradicted 
his earlier story to police in his 
testimony before the military trtbu- 
nal. The representative stressed that 
Segev had been brought back to 
Israel et state expense and main- 
tained that if allowed to rejoin his 
family m Africa he might not re- 
turn again for a perjury trial.

BRUSSELS (AP). — Belgian 
authorities sent the baptism certi- 
ficate of thelr charge d'affaires in 
Khartoum to the Saud! Arabian Em- 
bassy there In an effort to con- 
vince the Arab terrorists who were 
holding him that he was not a 
Jew, a Foreign Office spokesman 
said yesterday. 

Releasing new details of last 
week's murders at the embassy, 
a spokesman said the Black Sep- 
tember terrorists had planned to 
seize the ‘West German envoy, but 
got the Belgian, Guy Bid, instead. 

They shot Hid because they 
thought he was a Jew, the spokes- 
man went on. The Belgian author- 
ities tried in vain to convince them 
that this was not so, even sending 
his baptism certificate to Khar- 
toum. Eid was actually of Arab 
descent. 

The spokesman said that Belgian 
authorities had evidence of links be- 
tween Fatah and Black September. 
He said that Yotah had abused 
Sudanese hospitality to prepare or 
help prepare the attack. 

He said the terrorists opened fire 
as soon as they got to the Saudi 
building. Bid was wounded and 
unable to escape as some diplomats 
did. 

The two American diplomats who 
were taken hostage and shot were 
just leaving a reception when thelr 
ear was blocked by the terrorists’ 
jeep arriving.

VIENNA (Reuter). — Austrian 
authorities are seeking urgently 
to persuade Arab countries to 
accept six “Black September” ter- 
rorists now held by police in 
Vienna, officials said here on 
Tuesday night. 

The six men, arrested in Jan- 
uary and February, were given 
suspended prison sentences on 
charges of carrying forged Is- 
raeH passports and ordered to 
be deported, 

So far, the Austrian govern- 
ment has failed to get any Arab 
country to accept them, although 
informed sources said Syria had 
indicated readiness to take three 
of them. 

These three were arrested in 
a Vienna hotel in January. The 
other three passed through Aus- 


were returned here ItaHan 
police. 

All six were reported to have 
set out from Switzerland, appa- 
rently to keep a rendezvous with 
an unknown “contact-man” in 
Vienna, who is now believed to 
have left Austria for the Middle 
Bast. 

The purpose of the Arabs’ 
journey was not disclosed, but 
security authorities, in close touch 
with Interpol, assumed they in- 
tended some aggressive action in 
Austria, 

Austrian officials say they are 
anxious to get rid of the six 
terrorists as rapidly as possible. 
There is no official interest in 
making them serve the four- 
month sentences they were given.

PARIS (UPI). — With France vir- 
tually cut off by air the French 
Government yesterday opened nego- 
flations with striking civilian air 
controllers. The Transport Ministry 
had previously refused to deal with 
the strikers on the grounds that 
thelr work stoppage was illegal. 

During the day yesterday 19 more 
airlines cancelled flights across 
France. The main Paris airports 
were at near standstill. A total of 
35 airlines have stopped flights fol- 
lowing the mid-air colllssion of two 
Spanish jetliners on Monday in which 
all 68 persons aboard one of the 
planes were killed. The other plane 
was damaged but landed safely.

The collision took place during a 
strike by civilian air traffic control- 
Jers. French Air Force technicians 
are handling traffic. 

French Defence Ministry officials 
rejected speculation that a French 
Air Force fighter was involved in 
Monday's collision. 

The Spanish dally “Ya" of Bayonne 
wrote: “It seems that a French 
Mystere fighter was registered mis- 
sing at the same time and in the 
Same zone as the DC9 went down. 
This information leads one to 
suppose that the Yberia plane and 
the fighter collided and a piece of 
the fuselage of one of them hit the 
Coronado, which was flying at a 
much lower height.” 

The Spanish News Agency, EFE, 
said: “The main mystery is con- 
centrated on some unexpected 
streaks of paint of a bluish green 
colour, which appear on the wing of 
the DC9. French experts consider 
them strange because the Spanish 
Convair Coronado has no paint of 
this colour.” 

A Defence Ministry spokesman 
said the green paint was the Coro- 
nado's undercoat. He said no French 
Mystere fighter was missing. 

The striking controllers voted yes- 
terday to extend their stoppage 
until Saturday, but some of their 
unions sald they could ensure a 
quick return to normal if the gov- 
ernment withdraws the military 
controllers.

Troop cut

LONDON (UPI). — The talks in 
Vienna on mutual, balanced force 
reductions on both sides of the divid- 
ing Hine in Europe are heading for 
collapse, diplomatic sources sald 
yesterday. 

After weeks of haggling, Nato 
nations and Russia have failed to 
reach agreement on the composition 
of the conference, with no sign 50 
far of ἃ compromise. or 

The steam has gone out of the 
exercise which was to have paved 
the way for East-West troop reduc- 
tions in central Europe, the sources 
said. 

The Russtans seem to be marking 
time and blocking a start in the 
apparent expectation that ultimately 
the U-S. will reduce its troops in 
Europe unilaterally, under pressure 
from Congress. 

The Western allies wanted to 
limit the talks to Nato and Warsaw 
Pact nations with troops in central 
Europe where they are facing each 
other. These are: the U.S., Britain, 
West Germany, Benelux, Russla, 
Poland, Czechoslovakia, East Ger- 
Many and Hungary. 

Russia wants Hungary excluded. 
There are some 40,000 Soviet troops 
in Hungary which would thus be 
exempt from any troop reductions, 
The West is firmly opposed to that. 
Russia has refused to budge. This 
was made clear in separate talks 
in Paris last week between Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrel Gromyko 
and U.S. Secretary of State William 
Rogers and British Foreign Secre- 
tary Alec Dougias-Home.

WALTHAM, Mass. — Twenty-five 
years after she travelled to Boston 
to raise $50m. for the about-to-be- 
born State of Israel, Golda Meir 
returned on Tuesday to receive an 
honorary degree from Brandeis Uni- 

versity. 

In 1948, it was Golda Myerson 
who toured American Jewish com- 
munities to raise the then unheard 
of sum. At about the same time, 
a number of Jewish leaders as- 
sembled in the Boston suburb of 
Waltham to dedicate the first Ame- 
rican Jewish university, named after | 
a Supreme Court justice and a 
leading Zionist, Louis D. Brandeis. 

In 1948, Mrs. Myerson went to 
Boston by train. It was a 4%: hour 
uncomfortable ride on the now de- 
funct New Haven and Boston Rail- 
road. She went alone. In Boston she 
met with Jewish jeaders, among 
them a little man with a vast 
knowledge of Hebrew from 
Worcester, Mass, named Jacob 
Hiatt. 

In 1973, Mra. Meir left her suite 
in the Waldorf-Astoria Towers at 
130 p.m. She was whisked to La- ἢ

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THE RELEVANT FACTS 


The Supreme Court allowed an 
appeal against a decision of the Tel 
Aviy- District Court delivered on 
January 20, 1972 iin C.C. 103/72). 

The respondent insured with the 
appellants 2 diamond rizg, which he 
kept in his apartment. When the 
ring was stolen a few weeks later. 
the appellants refused to indemnify 
him. He thereupon sued them by 
summary jurisdiction in the Tel Aviv 
District Court for the amount of the 
insurance. 

The appellants’ application for 
leave to defend the sult was dis- 
missed by the court on the grounds 
that it showed no prima facie cause. 
The appellants had based their ap- 


plication on the contention that the, 


respondent had not revealed the 
truth in -the insurance proposal 
form as, amongst other things, he 
had not revealed that he had once 
claimed 914,000 from another in- 
surance company for loss due to 
theft from a warehouse he had In 
Tel Aviv, and that on another oc- 
casion he had brought a claim for 
indemnification of the Joss due to 4 
fire in his warehouse. 

In the appeal against the District 
Court’s decision, Mr. A. Meltzer ap~ 
peared for the appellant and Mr. 
Z. Rappaport for the respondent.

Justice Sussman, who delivered 
the judgment of the Supreme Court, 
Pointed out that the argument of 
an insurer who seeks to avoid his 
duty to pay out insurance on the 
grounds that the insured had given 
false replies and concealed materia] 
facts in the: insurance proposal, 
should be considered under two 
heads: first, when it is agreed be- 
tween the parties, as it was Ip the 
present case, that correct answers 
to the questions in the proposal 
form constitute the basis of the in- 
Surance agreement, then a false re- 
Ply destroys the whole basis of the 
insurance contract and exempts the 
insurer from indemnifying the in- 
sured, 

Secondly, as insurance contracts 
are, at least in accordance with 
English law, of the type which de- 
mand maximum honesty and con- 
fidence on the part of the parties, 
the parties owe a duty to each 
cther to reveal all the material 
facts, even if they are not asked 
about them in the insurance pro- 
posal — which means that an in- 
Surance contract may, in contra-

The difference between exempting 
an insurer from his liabilities be- 
cause of false answers in the in- 
surance proposal form, and because 
of failure to reveal certain facts, 
Justice Sussman explained, lies in 
the fact that, In the first instance, 
the insurer is exempted by virtue 
of the terms of the contract, whose 
existence is expressly based on the 
giving of true answers, in the second 
instance the Insurer would be 
exempted only if the court found 
that the facts he had neglected to 
reveal were indeed material to the 
issue; or, $n other words, if the 
court finds that the unrevealed facta 
could have influenced the insurer to 
refuse to cover the risk or to 
demand 2 higher premium than 
usual in order to cover it. 

It is clear, therefore, Justice Suss- 
man held, that the two arguments 
of false repHes and failure to reveal 
material facts must be considered 
separately. 

In so far as the first is concerned, 
he continued, he agreed with the 
District Court, after examining the 
content of the questions in the in-~ 
surance proposal form, that the 
responded had not given any false 
replies to them, as it had been 
perfectly legitimate for him to con- 
clude thet all the questions therein 
referred to previous insurance and 
claims on the ring kept in his 
apartment and not on property con- 
tained in a warehouse (see also 
Glicksman v Lancashire, 1926, 136 
LT. 263 and 133 L.T. 688; and 
Locker v Western Australian In- 
surance Co,, 1936, 154 L.T. 667). 

Turning next to the question of 
the respondent's failure to reveal 
other joses and insurance claims, 
Justice Sussman noted that he

The insured person is obliged, he 
held, to reveal on his own initiative 
any fact which is likely to “in- 
fluence the judgment of a prudent 
insurer in determining whether he 
will take the risk, and, if so, at 
what premium and on what condi- 
tions” (compare section 25:6) of 
the Motor Vehicles Insurance Or- 
dinance, New Version, and see 
Friedman on Motor Vehicles In- 
surance, 2nd ed. par i167). The 
immediate question is, therefore, 
whether revelation of the fact that 
the ‘respondent had carried .π- 
surance policies on his warehouse 
and that he had suffered two losses 
from theft and fire in his ware- 
house, for which he hac claimed the 
insurance money, would have in- 
fluenced the appellants in deciding 
whether to accept him as a risk. 
The answer to this question, Justice 
Sussman held, is prima facie, in the 
affirmative, as the respondent might 
be deemed by an insurer to be 
what is called in insurance parlance 
a “moral hazard" (see MacGillivray 
on Insurance, 5th ed. par. 8841. This, 
however, was something which 
would have to be proved by evidence 
from insurance experts and the ap- 
pellants should at least be given an 
opportunity of producing = such 
evidence. For this reason their ap- 
plication for leave to defend the ac- 
tion should not have been dismissec, 
and the.appeal should, therefore, be 
allowed,
